inated Judge "W. H. Beatty, of Sacra- 
mento, for Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Oouit. Snob action deserves mote thun 
passing commendation. It should evoke 
the most unbounded admiration for the 
Republican party of that State, exhibit- 
ing, aa it does, the earnest desire of 
that party to place ila best men to the 
front. For twelve years Judge Beatty 
was on the Supreme Bench o£ Nevada, 
and for four years Chief Justice of the 
Court. He was the greatest of all our 
Judges, Able, upright and conscien- 
tious, his decisions were the law, and 
Justice was completely 
exemplified. 


There never was a more honest Jndge 
ou any bench in the United States, and 
JaJge Beatly ia eminently qualified to 
preside in the Supreme Court of the 
country.

Rapresentative MoKmley has decided 


to accept tha invitation of the Chataqua 
Society of Atlanta, G-a., to address them 
during the present meeting. 
Senator 


Brown presented the formal invitation 
to Mr. McKinley, and added his own 
earnest request that he would accept it. 
The Ohio Congressman will make the 
industries of the South and their devel- 
opment the subject of his address, and 
will leave it to the people of Atlanta to 
fix the date. 


Other desertions from the Democratic 


ranks in Brooklyn follow close upon 
that of Charles S. Higgins. 
Henry M. 


Birkatt, a leading Democratic lawyer in 
the Greenpoint portion of the city, said: 
"A number of my friends and I have de- 
cided to form an anti-Cleveland anti- 
Gang club of business man and working- 
Men in the Seventeenth ward. It is ut- 
ter folly for a Democrat in Brooklyn to 
vota with the Democratic party under 
the present political regime." 


A Democratic farmer o£ New York 


State, one of the vast crmy who are re- 
pudiating the Free-trade banner and go- 
Ing over to the flag of Protection, says: 
"Yon might as well look for wet ground 
with no rain as to look for high wages 
and high prices for manufactured goods 
and farm products with low tariff or 
Free Trade." 


At Phillipsburg, X. J., there is quite 


a deflection from Cleveland. Major A. 
J. Rtub said that he bad n«vt»r voted 
nay bat tha Democratic ticket, but that 
ha did uot intend to vote for Cleveland, 
and that he knew a good many old sol- 
diers in that place who were of the same 
inind, beoanse of Cleveland's pension 
vetoes.

Tbe Senate Decides to Pr»-vlde tot 
a Preliminary Surrey. 


"WASHISOTOH, July 30.—In December 


last Senator Stewart introduced a bill to 
provide for the segregation of lands 
capable ol irrigation from other lands 
and for netting apart locations for leser- 
voirs and lights of way for ditches and 
canals for the purpose of irrigation. The 
bill was referred to ttie Commute on 
Fablio Lands and there smothered by 
Mr. Plumb, the Chairman of the com- 
mittee, who, it appears from his spojch 
to-day, is opposed to irrigation, and also 
to the acquisition of any portion of the 
public lauds iu the Territories or any of 
the States west of Kansas by actual set- 
tlers. It is understood that the cattle- 
men of New Mexico,.'Wyoming and 
other sections agree with Mr. Plumb in 
this view of the question. Both are op- 
poaad to the acquisition of homes by 
settlers. 


Stewart iu February offered a resolu- 


tion, which was passed by th« Senate, 
calling on the Secretary of the Interior 
for the views of the department on this 
subject of irrigation, which drew out an 
exceedingly interesting communication, 
recommending the subject to the atten- 
tion of Congress. About this time Sen- 
ator Teller reported fromth* Committee 
on Public Lands a joint resolution, which 
passed Congress and became a law, re- 
quiring the Secretary of the Interior, 
through the Geological Surrey, to inves- 
tigate the (subject of irrigation wills a 
view to setting apart reservoir sites a ud 
the segregation ol the irrigable lands. 


Senator Stewart then offered a resolu- 


tion, which was also passed, calling up- 
on the Secretary of the Interior for an 
estimate of the amount necessary to be 
appropriated at this session of Congress 
to carry on the work. The Secretary 
replied, sending in au elaborate com- 
munication from Major Powell, director 
of tbe [Geological Survey, recommend- 
ing an appropriation 
of 
$250,000, 


whereupon Senator Bowen, of Colorado, 
offered an amendment to the Sundry 
Civtl appropriation providing that that 
sum be inserted in the bill for that pur- 
pose. 
Major Powell and 
Senators 


Stewart and Teller presented the case at 
several meetings before tbe Committee 
on Appropriations, but the committee 
refused to adopt the amendment. 


To-day the matter came before the 


Senate on motion of Senator Bowen to 
insert the appropriation in the bill. 
Bowen sustained his amendment ia a 
wall-prepared written argument. Sena- 
tor Stewart followed, advocating tUt 
amendment by a speech, in which be 
gave a general statement of the subject 
of irrigation, and the great extent of 
country which could be made productive 
only by means of irrigation, and urged 
the necessity of immediate action to 
save the water of the great interior from 
monopoly and to secure in time reser- 
vations for reservoirs and the necessary 
hydraulic work. The amendment was 
opposed by Senators Allison, Duwes, 
Reagan, Beck and Plumb, and was sup- 
ported by Senators* Teller, Call, <Ton*0, 
of Arkansas, Morgan, Voorhees and 
Manderson. 


The opposition of Plumb was placed 


on such unreasonable grounds aa to at- 
tract general attention and draw forth a 
eensatioml and severe rebuke from Sen- 
ator Stewc -t. Senator Plumb contend- 
ed that it ./as illegal to impound any 
portion of tbe waters of the Missouri 
river and its tributaries in the mount- 
ains, even in flood time, because by law 
riparian owners have a right to have it 
run in the river. He also contended 
that there 
was 
land 
enough 
in 


Kansas and 
other 
States 
in 
the 


Mississippi v&lley for the people at 
present, and that the land west, of that 
Section should be preserved for coming 
generations. 
He said he was opposed 


to attracting the attention of thn people 
to the lauds in the Territoiu's. His 
last argument was not entirely new. It 
had been used by the stock m u for the 
purpose of keeping settlers ou1, but it is 
believed to be new in the United States 
Senate. 
Hitherto all the arguments in 


that chamber have been in livor of the 
settler. 
' 


Stewart referred to the argampuls ad- 


duced by other Senators in fnvor of wait- 
ing until the Committee on Public Lands 
should form a plan for irrigation, and 
said it wad now evident to the Senate 
that nothing could be expected from 
that committee. Plumb's eagerness to 
prevent settlement in the Territories 
was turned to account, and after five 
hoard' argument the amendment was 
adopted appropriating $250,000, by a 
yea and nay vote of 29 to 18.
